CINCINNATI, February 16.—Yesterday and to- 
day the weather has been delightiully clear and 
the wide, wide waters on both sides of the river 
have been alive with excursionists. One of the 
most notable fresh water voyages to-day was 
made by Madame Christine Nilsson. In the 
steamer’s gig of one of the New Orleans line of 
boats she set out from the landing on Vine street, 
a step or two more than 200 feet from her rooms 
in the Burnett House. Two oarsmen anda cox- 
swain manned the gig. The trip 
extendea to Suspension Bridge, in- 
eluding a walk across it and back, 
then on the waters to Pearl and Ludlow, 
where the men were rescuing bodies from the 
building that fell and killed eleven people yester- 
day. Itthen wound up with a ecruiseto Mill 
Creek, two miles further west, and to Brighton 
Station. two miles more up Mill Creek. Here was 
a ten-mile ride on the stormy water. 

A BENEFIT PERFORMANCE.

“SHE WAS MY WIFE.” 
An Affecting Scene in a. Coroner's Offce— 
Mrs. Uhier’s Remains. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New YORK, February 16.—The remains of Mrs. 
Emma L. Uhler, the erring wife of Mr. J. Ctem- 
eut Uhler, the mining broker of No, 287 Fifth 
avenue, Who committed suicide by taking mor- 
phine at the residence of Mrs. Dolly Adams, the 
“Water Queen,” No. 38 West Twenty-ninth 
street, on Tuesday morning, were removed from 
the New York Hospital yesterday morning to the 
undertaking establishment of Peter. Asmussen. 
or No. 361 Bleecker street. The body was roved 
inthe garments last worn by the unfortunate 
woman and piaced ina plain resewood casket. 
Though suffering was-depicted upon the features 
of the dead woman the face was still beautiful. 
About midnight after the suicide Mr. Ubler 
Visited the hospitai, having just learned of his 
wife’s tragic déath. The hospital surgeon led 
him to the dead-bouse, where the body lay upon a 
slab covered withawhite sheet. He raised the 
cloth from the face and gazed upon the features 
in silence. The body had been disfigured by the 
bost-Mortem eXamination held by Coroner Ken- 
nedy, Thefair hair was brushed back from the 
forehead, displaying an ugly cut, caused by the 
physicians’ instruments. The deserted husband 
gazed for some Moments upon the body and then 
said: “I havenot seen herin three vears, and 
would scarcely recognize the face now, itis so 
altered, She is my wife; but, ob! how changed,” 

iN COMPANY WITH HIS COUNSEL, 

Mr. Uhiler visited the Coroner’s office yesterday 
morning and informed Coroner Keunedy that he 
dgsired to take charge of his wife’s remains. 
Mr. Uhler made a statement, certifying that he 
was the husband of the dead Woman, and a burial 
permit was obtained from the Board of Health. 
The body was at once removed to the undertak- 
ing establishment in Bieecker street. Mr. Ubler 
did not show any emotion over the death of 
his wife, but in speaking of ber said: “Sive is my 
Wife, and though she wronged me as woman can 
only wrong a husband, I cannot let her fie 
in a pauper’s grave.

KEIFER VS. BOYNTON. 

The commitiee appointed to investigate the 
charges preferred against H. V. Boynion, the 
Washington correspondent of tne Cincinnati Com- 
mercial Gazette, by Kepresentative Keifer, began 
its sittings to-day. Ali the mmebers of the com- 
mittee, consisting of Hopkins (Pa.), Ward, 
(ind.), Adams, (New York), Poland, (Vt.), and 
Wilson (lowa) were preseut. While waiting for 
Keifer the quesilon was asked as to whether 
either of the parties desired to be represented by 
counsel, Gen. Boynton stated he desired the 
committee to conduct the examination, but he 
would like the yee of cross-examining Gen. 
Keifer, if that gentleman shovid under 
Oath repeat the charges made against 
hiin. Keifer said, in response to a 
question trom the chairman, that Mr. J. 
Coleman would speak for him as counsel, It was 
very obvious to every member that he had com- 
mittee and other work to attend to, and could not 
give bis personal attention to this investigation, 
Mr. Coleman then said it was nbecessary that it 
should be proved, that Gen. Keifer had 
made eharges against Gen. Boynton. 
There was nothing ia the resolution 
which brought charges betore the committee. 
When it Was proved that Charges were made then 
Gen. Keifer would be ina position to prove the 
truth of the eharges. The committee, however, 
was Unanimously of the opipion that inasmuch as 
Gen. Keifer had preferred the cbarges both io the 
jluuse and in private jetters, they were fully set 
iorth and within the jurisdiction of the commit- 
tee. Mr, Coleman said he assumed 
that in view of = this decision 
the burden off proof was upon 
Gen. Keifer to substantiate before the committee 
the charges made against Boynton, He was abie 
to prove the faets set forth in the resolution, Ib 
doing so, however, there would be involved the 
taking of a great deal of testimony. He wished 
all the witnesses here before he proceeded with 
the case. He had witnesses in New York, New 
Jersey and Ohio, wie could not be brought here 
lo- day. Mr. Adams suggested that at 
the interview when tbis supposed atiempt to 
bribe Keifer was made there was nobody present 
except Keifer aud Boynton. What he wanted to 
know was how Mr. Coleman could procure any 
witnesses before the committee that could en- 
lighten the committee and the country in regard 
to the alleged Conversation. mw 

Mr. Coleman replied that he might prove that 
Gep. Boynton had said to otnerg that he had 
made the statements to Gen. Keifer. 

Mr. Adams inquired Whether it would not be 
more reguia! to prove the siatement first. 

Mr. Coleman said he had a_ telegram 
from a witness in Ohio which stateo that be could 
not come owing to the illness of hig wife, but he 
expected to be here next week. He (Coleman) 
beiieved that if the commiitee would fix a future 
day and set the hour at from 10to3 that Keifer 
could put in all his testimony. One oi his wit- 
nesses was sicK in bed and another in New York 
would not Come except under subpeena. 

Mr. Boynton, with permission of the committee, 
expressed great surprise at the request made by 
the other side, in view of the fact that the charges 
inade againsé him had been Delore the country in 
every daily newspaper for four weeks, He was 
not a lawyer and haa no lawyer present to repre- 
sent him. He depended entirely upon the mem- 
bers of the committee. If the gentleman (turn- 
ing to Keifer) was not able and ready 
to £0 on and prove, as he said, the 
charges against him, he (Boynton) was entirely 
ready, if he could have an opportunity to eross- 
examine Keifer under oath, to go on and reverse 
all ordinary ruies of law and prove himself inno- 
cent of these charges by testimony which he 
thought would be accepted, not only by members 
of the committee, but bythe country.

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FOURTEEN LYNCHED. 


A Very Successful Campaign by 
the Niobrara Vigilantes. 

Only One Bungling Job, Caused by & Jug 

of Whisky—A Frost-Bitten Thief Who 


Preferred Not to Wait for a Trial—In- 
cidents. 


The man whois keeping tally for the 
Niobrara lynching party reports to the New 
York Sun that since they started out to 
break up the gangs of eattle thieves that in- 
fest the country fourteen have been lynched, 
sixty warned to leave on pain of ceath, and 
one shot, The season, now peg, | its 

n avery successful one. Such 
a round-up of thieves and murderers was. 
never Known before, The Regulators have 
not lost a man, and they have not been em- 
barrassed by the breaking of arope. They 
have gone about their business so - quietly 
that very few know who they are or where 
they came from. Their movements have 
been expeditious and secret. Their arrests, 
trials, convictions and executions have been 
performed with such celerity that im most 
cases their presence ina neighborhood has 
not been known until an inspection of the 
trees give unmistakable evidence that they 
had come and gone. Moving and acting 
uickly, they have carried terror to the 
earts of evil doers in this whole section, 
embracing a territory Jarger than most of 
the States. Hundreds of thieves and out- 
laws have, by jumping the country, escaped 
well-merited punishment, but others, more 
eareless or entirely ignorant of the fact that 
the lynchers were on their trail, have fallen 
easy victims, The men who make up the 
party are familiar with every foot of ground 
from the Eikhora, Loup, and Nibrara ranges 
tv those of the Pewder River country, and 
during the past winter they have gone over 
all of this territory once, and and a good 
deal oi it three and four times. Some of the 
men whom they wanted most were not found, 
and others to whom short shrift was given 
were desperadwes who had almost been for- 
gotten, or had been supposed to. be dead. 

The winter has been exceedingly favora- 
ble for operations of this character. There 
ha" Jeen few severe storms, and only two 
or .aree bitter cold spells. During the latter 
the men suffered considerably, but fortun- 
ately escaped with nothing more serious than 
a few frost-bitten noses, cheeks and fin gers. 
They bad beeh overin the vicinity of the 
Bad Lands after a notorivus character 
named Jim Petiey, known to his comrades 
in crime as Long Jim, but had been unable 
to run him down. When about ready to give 
up the search and retrace their steps they 
were caugiit in a bi'zzard of the most savage 
description. Locomotion became out of the 
question, and picketing their horses they 
awaited a cessation of ihe storm. The tem- 
pest of Show continued until far into the 
night, when the clouds broke and the atmos. 
phere became bitterly coid. The horses suf- 


tered terribly, and the mea were not much, 


better off. it was useless to stay where they 
were, travel now being preferable to inac- 
tivuu, acd it was decidgd to make for the 

nearest ranch without delay. Toiling wearily 
and palufully on their way, they encounterea 
at daybreak the man ior whom they had 
been looking. He was accompanied by two 

gdesperate-iovking fellows who were, how- 
ever, unknown tothe reguiators, but who 
were, together with Jim, placed under ar- 
rest. ‘The thieves were in a pitiful plight 
from the coh. Long Jim was suffering from 
frosted feet and hands, and as the day wore 
on his agony became ancndurable. 

“What are you fellers going todo with 
me?’’ he finally demanded. ' 

“We are going to take you to the pen and 
try you for your crimes,” said one of his 
captors.

Another party of the regulators, éperating 
far up the Niobrara Valley, came upon a 
well Known cagt'e thief named Berber, whom 
they found in quiet possession of a ranche 
with 1,000 or 1,200 head of cattie. He invited 
the men to his home, where eyerything ap- 
peared in as good form as if he were one of 
the most upright and thrifty of the herders 
of the plains. The reguiators ate of his store, 
warmed themseives by hig fire, smoked his 
tobacco, drank his liquor, and when ready 
to depart told him they wanted Wim. His 
men were not in the house atthe time, and 
the regulators had the drop on him. Before 
his employes returned he and his captors 
were faraway. Whether he was taken to 
the pen or not is not known, He has 
not been heard from since,and itis not likely 
that he evér will be. His cattle will return 
to their original owners in the spring. 

A man who arrived here yesterday from 
the up-country says there is a panic among 
the hard characters from the one end of the 
rapge tothe other. Many have gone into 
the hills, and others have gone south to the 
line of the Union Pacific. Speaking of the 
men against whom this crusade has been 
made, be said: ‘Some of these fellows, per- 
haps most of them, deserve hanging, but 1 


- have known a few who were at least pretty 


decent. Two years ago Iwas up in this 
country with an engineering party. One 
day acowboy caine to our camp. He had 
been in some trouble down the country. 
From what we afterward learned the trouble 
was that he had killed a Sheriff. He was 
nearly starved, and'almost dead from lack of 
sleep.

FORENOON SESSION. CLOSING AT 1 P. mM. 

Wheat Wing-ed its way upward this morning 
with unabated- strength. ' The market was ex- 
tremely bullish early in the day in the strict 
sense of the word. Apout the only selling was bv 
longs who were realizing, though there was a 
good deal of that going on at and above $1 12 for 
May. Buying orders from the outside were lib- 
eral, both on long account andato cover shorts. 
There was considerable “scalping” by the 
small fry of tailers, and their ef- 
forts were mainly directed towards buy- 
ing for an up turn. Except European 
advices, which report ed wheat as dull ana heavy. 
Ali the other influences (i. e., telegrams from 
other markets,) favored the bull side and encour- 
aged the advance. Chicago was particularly 
Strong, and the East was better, though New 
Yorg did not gain much in price. The weather, 
too, Was softer, and rain was threatening 


throughout the West, which would have a bad: 


effect on country roads. Reports from the crops 
were very encouraging, but the 1884 crop is not 
now having any influence upon the market. The 
demand that is now coming tor the good 
grades of winter wheat from mi ers, and 
the steady decrease in its supply. is striking ter- 
ror to the hearts of the bears and stiffening the 
backbones of the bulls. it is probable mac 8 
next visible supply will show a decrease ne 
larger, if as large, as the last report, but this de- 
crease is nearly all in winter wheat. The home 
market opened strong and %¢ higher at $1 11% 
for May, with every one buyers and_harily 
any sellers, but it let down for a moment to 
$1 11%, only to quickly react and seil up to $1 12, 
eased off Y%@Y% from this, only to 
rally and mount upward te $1 12%. There 


were free sellers brought out by these higher 
rates, aud subsequently the tenor of outside ad- 
vices became untavorable and Chicago declined. 
The strength that had marked the home market 
soon disappeared and sellers were in the majerity, 
the decline continuing here util May struck 
$1 1114, closing at $1.11'4@1 11%, or 4%@'4c above 
yesterday. The cash market was streng, and No.

Corn was very strong during the early hours, 
also, chiefly through sympathy with wheat.

The miider and threaten- 
ing weather caused fears of a failing off in re 
ceipts, through bad ceuntry roads preventing 
hauliag.

THE WEEK ABROAD. 


ARATHER remarkable instance of .a woman 
assuming male attire and passing as 4 man was 
recently discovered. in Belfast, The person, who 
was known as John Coulter, died from injuries 
accidentally received, and it was atthe inquest 
that the discovery was made. The woman, While 
working as a man, was martied toe the daughter 
of the farmer by whom she was employed, and 
lived with her ostensibly as husband and wife for 
twenty-two years, when a separation took place, 
owing to the drinkiag habits of the so-called hus- 
band. The wife testified at the inquest, and al- 
ways spoke of the deceased as her busband. As 
far as could be learned the wonian had all her 
life passed as a man, and for tweive years imme- 
diately preeedipg her death had worked as 4 
laborer at the Beifast quay. 


STATISTICS that have just appeared, show 4 
steady decrease {n the number of persona emi- 
grating from Germany. The total number of Ger- 
man emigrants last year amounted to 166,199 pere 
sons, while the number for 1882 was 193,687, and 
for 1881 Was 210,544.

THE Evangelical Alliance has concluded its ne- 
gotiations with reference to the place of holding 
the next General Conference of Evangelical 
Christians of all nations. It has been decided to 
hold it at Stockholm from August 30th to Septem- 
ber 7th of the present year. The attendance is 
expected to be enormous, as promises of large 
delegations from all the nations have been re- 
ceived, The last Conference in 1879,. which was 
heid at Bale, Switzerland, was attended by over 
7,000 persons, and as the attendance at the next 
one is expected to be much larger, extensive 
preparations are making for the entertainment of 
the delegates. This isthe first Conference of tha 
Kind held in any ofthe Seandinavian countries, 
and great interest has been awakened init among 
the people. A splendid programme will be pre- 
sented for the consideration of the Alliance. 

THE excavations which are now in progress in 
the House of the Vestal Virgins at Rome promise 
interesting developments. A number of statues 
and insériptions have been brought to light. It 
is mentioned as acurious circumstance that the 
name of one of tne vestals, who was high priestess 
in the year 364 A. D., has been cut out of the in- 
scription in her honor. This Was acommon way 
of expressing condemnation of a public’ charac. 
ter, and much speeulation has arisen as to the 
particular offense of this vesta!l. It has been sug- 
gested that the offense consisted in her conver- 
sion to Cirristianity, which at that time was ex- 
tremely unpopular with the people. 


THE Paris correspondent of the London World 
gives an interesting deseription of the conversa- 
tional peculiarities of several) French litterateurs. 
Alexander Dumas does not show to advantage in 
a salon on account of his not frequenting them 
much in his earlier years. “He has a tendency to 
stand in corners witharms folded and nursing 
his chin between the thumb and index finger of 
his right hand, while he relates some anecdote of 
bimself or of his father, in a rough, hoarse voice 
and with a certain brusqueness of language.”

A MODEL POKER TABLE. 


A New Device W hich Supplies “Top” Hands 
at the Shortest Notice. 

“Do you want to see a ‘skin’ device that lays 
the ‘hog box’ in the shade?” asked a Sixth street 
sport of a Post-DisPATOH reporter. “There is 
no robbing scheme I know of that will compare 
with it.” A few minutes later the device, which 
bas been built fora gambler, was examined. It 
is a round,-poker table, supported by four solid 
walnut legs. Until explained, the most expert 


joiner would never discover the dishonest feat- 
ures about it. The top is covered witha circular 
piece of green baize. Around this isa walnut 
rim about two inches wide. Apparently the 
cloth is glued close to the wood-work, but 
in reality it is not. A short metallic lever is at- 
tached under the table, projecting below about 
oue-half an inch. This is operated by the player’s 
knee. When he announces himself ‘not in” or is 
closed out on a raise with a couple of aces in his 
hand, he moves the lever with his Knee, and a 
small, narrow pair of pincers appear between the 
rim of the baize and the wooden facing and just 
back of his hand. The aces are slipped into the 
clinch and the knee pressure removed. The aces 
noiselessly disappear down the narrow crack and 
the three remaining cards are heaped into the 
discard pile. If an ace is drawnin the next hand, 
two cards are quietly withdrawn by the pivcers, 
which promptly reappear. slipping the two aces 
into the player’s hand without the slightest move- 
ment being made on the board. “This little lever 
can easily be removed,” said the gampler, ‘and 
when it is, I defy any cabinet maker in town to 
discover the fraud without chopping the table to 
pieces,”

| HE BROKE HER HEAD. 


Debauchery. 


A Drunken Husband Marders His Drank- 
en Wife—Both Just Out of the Work- 
House—Their Children in the House of 
Refuge. 


Millie Gatewood ended a bad life about 10 
o’clock last night with her shoes on, suck as ghey 
were,and with a copious outpouring of blood from 
a ragged wound on the left side of her head. Her 
husband, after aispatching her, left her lying on 
the floor of the filthy littie den which they occu- 
pied and lay down om the old foul-smuililing 
lounge, a few feet away from her, to 
sleep off the effects of a heavy 


load of beer. The woman was drunk when she 
died, as she had been a thousand times before. 
The tragedy occurred in the smaller of the pair 
of rooms fronting tne alley in the rear of 1315 
North Sixth street. Tne larger room is occupied 
by Festus Ames, a little, dried-up old colored 
woman, garrulous asa guinea ben, who, accord- 
ing to a tin sign which decorates 
her front door, is a “midwife and doc- 
tress.” Aunty Ames feels the importance of 
the occasion, and never tires of telling the story 
of the murder. It would be impossible to give 
her dialect without doing her ge injustice, and 
her recital is, therefore, given in substance only. 

“Ike Gatewood,” she said, “is a carpenter, sand 
[ hear he’s a pretty good one, when he can get 
work. He hasn’t been getting much, 
though. He aud his wife came 
here about two weeks ago and wanted 
to rent this back room of me, and I let them have 
it. But I told them if 7. got to fighting the 
way they did where they ved before, as 1 was 
told, ’d put them rigbt eut. How could they 
sleep in that narrow eangs, did you say? Weil, 
I'l, just show you,for I’m theonly one who 
can. i wide 
enough for two, but 
to just take this — 
behind the cupboard and lay it on twechairs 
alongside the lounge, just like this, and that 
made it wider, so she could sleep on the outside. 
Well, they got to fighting right away, and they 
feught every night. Miliie used to get drank 
nearly every day, but I never Knew bow sne paid 
for it. She tried todo better the last week, out 
somehow she had to drink. Inever saw her 
husband drunk till last night. He came home 
that way and they _ to calling names and row- 
ing right off. She had been drinking, too. Just 
to map: them quiet, I got them some supper, and 
then she took his shoes off and put him to bed on 
the lounge. They she said she would patch his 
pants that were (Orn, and she went and borrewed 
some pieces from a neighbor. She came back 
and sewed the paten on, and he’s wearin 
them now. I don’t see bow he could Kil 
her after she doing that for him. Well, I 
wanted her to go to bed, but they got to jawing 
again, and pretty soonshe wentto take home 
the specs. Wien she came back she was very 
drunk, and in going through my room to ¢ome in- 
to ber own she fell down On the floor and began to 
swear awful. Her husband got up and came into 
my room, and caught hold of her to haul her into 
her own She, twisted her 
hands in ahd called him 
awful names. them to get 
out of my part of the house, because I wasn’t 
used to fussing, and as soon as they got through 
the door into their own room | slammed it and 
volted it. 1 hollered to himto take the Key out 
of the back door

that way for more liquor, and I guess he did it, 
for he bad the Key in his pocket this morning. As 
Ishut the dour I saw him strike at her, and 
he said he didn’t have to stand still and 
be killed. They kept scufflin around, and 
jawing, and pretty soon I heard a heavy blow, 
and heard her fall tothe floor. She screamed for 
alittle while and then ber voice got weak, anu 
pretty soen all was still. That was about9ur 10 
o’clockK and there was no more noise In there that 
night. This morning, before it was very light, I 
got np and went through their room into the back 
vara, found the back door 
locked and i went over and 
shook Gatewood and asked him (for 
the key. He waked up and got it out of his pock- 
et, aud then I saw that his wife was not lying by 
him, and the ironing board was net there. I 
asked him what he did with his wife, and he said 
she was on the floer, he guessed. i looked for 
her, and founa her iying, face downward, with 
her chest and tace resting on the’seat of 
this old chair without a back, and her 
legs stretched out on the floor. The top 
of her bead was tight against the wall and her 
legs were out toward the middle of the room. I 
could see from the way she was lying that she 
was dead. and besides there was a big lot of biood 
on the floor ali around ber aad a great hole on 
the side of her bead. [ told him he bad &illed her 
and he must go and reportit. He said he would 
go and get her sister-in-law to come and wash the 
body and dress it, and then would give himseif 
up vo the police. 1 told him he’d better, and then 
I went to market, When I came back the’police 
had got here and arrested him, They put the 
body on the lounge, and you can see the awful 
way she bled on the bedclothes after they put her 
there. He saia that she -fell down and burt her- 
self. The officers hunted everywhere te tind 
what he had used to hit her with, but couldn’t 
find anything with bleod on it. They took 
him to the stutiom®, and they took her body to the 
morgue. Just as they were moving it her sister- 

in-law, who looked like a very nice lady, and 
lives on Webster street, came here. She said 

that, even though Millie was bad, it was just aw- 

ful that she bad to die that way, aud couidn’t die 
a@ natural death.”

It incitudes two 
counts, one of which came within the jurisdiction 
of the Criminal Court, and was well 


fa to-da ‘by Circuit Attorney 
vey, who filed the nag ag statement; 
The State of Missouri vs. Henry A. Newman. 

May it please the court: The first count of the 
indiotment in this cause is drawn under section 
1,479, Evol. 1., rev. statutes, and charges an al- 
tempt of an officer to gell his office. Bhe punish- 
ment prescribed by said section for 
the offense of selling office is 
“imprisopment in the penitentiary not 
exceeding five years or by imprisonment in the 
county jail net exceeding one Year, or by fine not 
exceeding $1.000,or by both such fine and im- 
prisonment.” Section 1,645, 1n reference to the 
punishment for attempt to commit offenses, de- 
clares in the fifth ciause that “‘if the offense so at- 
tempted be punishabie either by imprisonment in 
the penitentiary or in a county jail, or Dy & 
fine, or by both a fine and imprisonment in 
&@ county jail, the person convicted 
of such attempt may be punished by imprtson- 
meuvt in 2 county jail, not exceeding nine months 
or by a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars, or 
by both such imprisonment and fine,’’ 

tion 1,678 defines a misaemeanor thus: “The 
term misdemeapor asusedin this or any other 
statute shall be construed as including every of- 
fense, punishable only by fine or imprisonment in 
acounty jail, or both.” Therefore, since the 
offense of selling office is punishable 
elther by imprisoninent in the peaitentiary or by 
fine — imprisonmentin jail. The attempt to 
commit sucifuffense is punishable only by fine 
and imprisonment in jail. Itis evident that the 
crime alleged in the first count of the indictment 
is only a misdemeanor and this court has no juris- 
diction over it.

THE HARPER LICENSE LAW. 


A Test Case Is Decided in the Supreme 
Court—It 1s Constitutional. 

CHICAGO, February 16.—The Supreme Court of 
Illinois has affirmea the judgment of the lower 
court in the case of Timm vs. Harrison, Mayor of 
Chicago, thereby asserting the constitutionality 
ot the Harper High License Law. This was a 
suit brought by Timm on behalf of the State 
Liquor Dealers’ Association of Illinois against the 
Mayor of Chicago, to compel him to issue to com- 
plainant a $103 saloun license, under a city ordi- 
nance passed prior tothe time the Harper law 
went into effect, July 1, 1883. The Mayor refused 


to Issue it on the ground that the Harper laws re- 
quired the pavenent of $500 for a license to seli 
spirituous liquors within the State. Timm?’s bill 
urged the unconstitutionality of the Harper law, 
and, the matier being carried to the Supreme 
Court, the latter decides against the liquor men 
and pronounces the act constitutional

The Latest Elected of the French 
Immortals,

Something About the French Academy— 
A Peculiar Parisian Club — Crime — 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

PARIs, January 31.—M. Edmund About 
has at last been rewarded for his struggles 
to be elected an Academician. He is now 
numbered among the “Immortals.” He 
has rather been a Bohemian in hisday. He 
is about 55 years of age,and belonged to that 
galaxy of talent of the Ecole Normal, which 
turned out Taine, Caro, Sarcey, etc, Hehas 
been called the Second Voltaire, but he is 
far behind the philosopher of Ferney. Ev- 
ery Frenchman has more or less a dash of 
the caustic, mocking, satirical encyclopedist, 
who, if they do not draw their theology from 
his philosophical dictionary, do their wit and 
style from his plays and his correspondence. 
About has been smart and flippant as a 
pamphleteer and an editor; he has written a 
fair play, and two good novels. Not a littie 
of his celebrity is due to his political writ- 
ings: indeed, he may attribute his wealth— 
for he is now rich, to the newspaper he 
founded witn Sarcey in 1871, and that bat- 
tled against the MacMahon regime. He is a 
capital hand at cracking up opinion on a 
burning question, and he uses the best whip- 
cord when lashing his adversaries. Since 
the fall of the second Empire he has "joined 
the Republicans. He disclaims having ever 
been a Bonapartist; however, the Empire 
conferred on him the decoration of the Le- 
gion of Honor. He wrote in imperial jour- 
nals, and composed works for Napoleon III, 
and he wasunited tothe “Number Two” 
series of entertainment sat Compiegne, which 
meant he was a friend of the family. How- 
ever,the absurd manis he who never changes 


The Academy has in its midst less abler im- 
mortals than About, and it would 
be difficult to find a candidate 
for the honor, at present, more talented. 

The election of M. Edmond About at last 
is not an ordinary election. He has been a 
kind of perpetual candidate, and no writer 
ever ridiculed that Olympus more unscath- 
ingly than did Abcut. As a_ publicist and 
critic he is best known. His dramas and 
novels are not in the first line. Usually 
ranked by the Bonapartists as a friend of 
the family of the second degree, he rallied 
to the Republic after the sinking of the Sec- 
ond Empire; he then established a newspa- 
yer, which made money by supporting 
Thiers and combating MacMahon. Since 
be has been able to live like the mouse in 
the Duteh cheese his writings display 
less acerbity. He has been rated a new Yol- 
taire; if so it is the greatness of the 
dwarf when on the shoulders of the giant. 

THE FRENCH ACADEMY 

will henceforth cease to be a close borough. 
Owing to the recent elections the axis of the 
majority is changed. It will be modernized, 
and perhaps may hg able to complete its 
dictionary, commenced 250 years ago, and 
which is always “in press,” The academy 
was first founded by a few literary men, who 
metin secret. Cardinal Richelieu hearing 
of their ability, offered them ais protection, 
a thrust upon greatness not to be refused, 
and the result was the oonstitution of the 
academy, by a royal patent, in 1865. The 
number of theFrench academicians was limit- 
ed to forty, and a fauteuil reserved for each. 
The members were catled “Immortals’’ be- 
cause the ambitious motto on the silver jetons 
of attendance was ‘a l’immortalite!” The 
academy was to publisha grammar and a 
dictionary, and “to cleanse the French lan- 
guage from the impurities of the common 
people, the jargon of lawyers, the misusages 
of ignorant courtiers and the abuses of 
the pulpit.” The academy never eni- 
belliskea the French tongue, but it 
may have purged it of imperfections. 
Some trace the origin of the Academy 
to Charlemagne, and his tutor Alcuin: when 
the court read certain books, each reader giv- 
ing an account of what he had perused, the 
members gh siggg, | took the name of: their 
favori‘e author. The wits have not spared 
the Academy; they call it the Hotel des In- 
valides de la Literature, because once elected, 
the members work no more. It is one of the 
few French institutions that has resisted the 
leveling work of the Revolution, It was 
momentarily suppressed by the convention 
in 1792, as being aristocratic, but was soon 
restored.

Bayle, because he was too busy with other 
matters; Pascal, because he wasa recluse ; 
Deseartes, because an absantee; J. “B.’ 
Rousseau, because he .wrote an obscene 

oem; and J. “J.’’ Rousseau, “the genius of 

itter tears,”’ because he was a kind of wild 
man of the woods. The non-elected, how- 
ever, can or console themselves with 
Piforn’s epitaph, which stated: ‘Here hes, 
Piron, who was nothiog; not even aa Acad - 
emician.”

Among all my acquaintance none seemed 
happier than Eugene F—~.

The Virginia Woman Who Married 4 
Cripple for a Crown.

No personage in the society of the National 
Capitol is attracting more attention just now 
than Mr. Augustin Achille Iturbide. ‘Mr. 
Iturbide” he is introduced, and only a very 
small number of those who admire the finely- 
made young mao of distinguished presence 
recognize in him the hereditary heif to the 
throne of Mexico, the grandson of Augustin L. 
Emperor of Mexico, or identify this tall fine 
young man, of decidedly American presence, 
with the little prince whom all the world 
talked about while he was a prisoner of state 
in his ancestor’s palace during Maximilian’s 
reign. Ostensibly he was there as Maximil- 
lan’s adopted son, but he was none the less 
a prisoner in reality, It must be said, how- 
ever, in justice to Maximilian and Carlotta, 
that they were extremely kind and indul- 
gent to the child. Too much so, in fact, tor 
when he was by throes of revolution returned 
to his more judicious mother’s control, 
she found him greatly spoiled and difficult 
to manage. When poor inad Carlotta was 
taken over the sea Mexico was no more 
comfortable for the lawful claimant of the 
crown then than during the French regime,’ 
and the Iturbides fled to the United States. 
‘‘Mrs.”’ Iturbide, as she has since been 
called, being related to the distinguished 
Lewis family of Virginia, the descendants 
of Gen. Washington’s sister, they wen t to 
the old family seat, “Marmion,” in the 
valley of Virginia. Here they remained 
very quietly, and the pangs of disappointed 
ambition which they presumably felt the 
world knew nothing of. Mrs. Iturbide 
was a Miss Green, a member of the histeri- 
cally famous family of that name. She was 
the beauty of her day, and said to have been 
as ambitious as she was beautiful. 

There seems no other way in which to 
account for her marriage. For while the 
man whom she chose for her husband was 
said to have been remarkable forshis mental 
brilliancy: and fasinating manner, it is 
scarcely possible that a fastidious beautiful 
young girl could have brought herself to 
overlook his physicial defects had she not 
been overweeningly ambitious.

AMERICAN ANGLOMANIA, 


What an English Magazine Has’ to 
Say About It. 
From the Saturday Review. 

There is to be seen just now in America, 
in what is know as society, astrong tendency 
toimitate English ways and customs and 
fashions. ‘This tendency is gaining strength 
and spreading from New York and Boston 
to smalier inland cities. Itis a new thing 
in many ways, for, until lately, New York 
has taken its cue rather. from Paris than 
from London. During the second empire 
many good Americans made pilgrimages to 
the Tuileries as to a Mecca. and some settled 
permanently near the shrine. But Paris is 
no longer more fashionable than London. 
The American girl continues to get her 
gowns in the French capital, of course; but 
she is glad to get her habit and her ulster 
and her cloaks in the eee capital. As 
there is now no court in France, she looks 
forward to a presentation atcourt in En- 
gland ; and the possibility of marrying a title 
is perhaps present to her mind as she crosses 
the ocean. That she is quite capable of 
taking care of herself in the presence of 
English noblemen and of their female 
relatives all readers of Mr. James’ “Inter- 
national Episode’’ and of Mr. Howells’ 
‘“Woman’s Reason” will bear witness. In 
fact, the American girl is in no danger of 
losing her head befere parting with her 
hand. It is her consort, the American young 
man, who is most likely to be contamirmated 
by contact with the Englishman. There is 
no denying that a certain set of young 
Americans, more particularly in New York 
and in Boston, affect the Euglishman and 
ape all his affectations. They mimic every 
English accent, and they sprinkle Britticisms 
freely through their speech. They talk of 
their “‘tads,” andthey call people “‘cads,” 
and they abound inthe most amusing little 
affections. ‘Their greatest happiness is to be 
taken for an Englishman—a joy not often 
vouchsafed tothem. It was to one of these 
pitiful imitations—a young Bostonian—that 
a clever New York girl said, “Mr, Blank, I 
should think you would be so glad to meet 
Lord so-and-so; you know he is a real Ena- 
glishman!’’ : 

This Anglomania has resulted in the intro- 
duction into certain American cities of not a 
few British customs. Rich gnen drive heavy 
carriages imported from Edyland, ignoring, 
or ignorant of, the fact that the use of the 
native American woods, tough and springy, 
allows American carriages to be much light- 
er while quite as strong. Rich young men 
play polo in the broiling heat of the Ameri- 
can summer. Attempts are made at fox- 
hunting. Unfortunately the foxes are few, 
s@that adrag has frequently to be employed. 
So marked a feature of New York society 
has the forced imitation of English customs 
become that a light and lively little weekly 
called Life, now about a year od, has best 
made itself known by constant attacks on 
this. And the chief cartoon of another 
American Weekly, published on Evacuation 
Day, was the picture of all the importations 
from England, both men and things, now to 
be seen in the streets of New York, with a 
sarcastic query as to the exact date of the 
English evacuation. The variety of Anglo- 
mania which most excited the joy of the 
comic journalist was the dude. There are 
those who pretend to see a resemblance De- 
ween the dude and the masher. But these 
are not profound observers. The masher, 
we venture to think, althougu chronically 
tired, ison occasion boisterous. The dude 
is never noisy; he is a living protest against 
indecorum ; he is the embodiment of a desire 
to be a perfect gentieman of the strictest 
English order. In his dress there was to_ be 
seen a certain likeness to the masher. But 
here, again, the likeness was superficial. 
The masher was dressed in the height of 
feshionalways. The dude, although clothed 
in imitation ofan Englishman, sought always 
to be as unobtrusive as possible in his attire, 
Yet his quiet, stiff, British manners often 
attracted malicious criticism. There is even 
a story current of a worthy farmer who saw 
two dudes in town, and who remarked with 
grief, ‘Gosh! what things a man do see when 
he ain’t got his gun!’’ 

Mr, Matthew Arnold, who is enlightening 
the Americans by personal ministrations and 
a set of three lectures, finds barbarians, 
Philistines, and populace in Engiand, and 
declared his expectation of finding in America 
only Philistines. But he reckoned with- 
out the American Anglomaniac. The Ameri- 
can Anglomaniac, as we have seen, is a 
Philistine who apes the barbarian. The 
genuine British barbarian Mr. Arnold 
credits with various good qualities, and he 
has at least the consciousness of a solid 
position. The American pseudo-barbarian 
has all the faults, and none of the virtues, 
of the English model, and he ¢an not but be 
conscious that his position is false and 
hollow. He is but a brummagem barbarian 
anda brummagem barbarian is a sorry sight 
for gods and men. Itis fortunate for the 
future of the United States that this class of 
Angiomaniaes, although beginning to be 
large enough to be counted, is only an 
infinitesimal section of the American people. 
Nothing ig plainer to the wayfartng man, 
though a fool, -if he will but keep his eyes 
open and note the signs of the times, than 
the frowing divergence and independence of 
the United States from England in literature 
and in life. The English and the Americans 
are of one stock, but they are two peoples, 
and there is nothing to be gained by. @ pre- 
tense that the Americans are colonial or 

rovineial. The colonial spirit has been 
invisible in the United States for fifty years, 
and the provincial spirit died during the 
war of the rebellion. The conditions ot life 
in the United States, the climate, the 
blending of customs brought from other 
lands than Englagd, these unite in making 
the American umlike the Englishman.

A Proposition From Kome — Students’

A letter was received at the Mayor’s office this 
week from the Kev.”

He writes: “lt repre- 
sents, as you may perceive, the various schools of 
Europe,® ancient ‘as well as modern, and 
it gives, therefore, a correct idea 
of the different phases through which 
the ars of oainting has passed. Its 

ssession would prove a source of weaith to any 
American city. and heip to make it renowned 4s 
a center of intelligence and refinement. Crowds 
would come from afar to see it, and students 
would find therein a permanent school of art, as 
well as av impetus to develop genius. These con- 
siderations show clearly that it would give im- 
perishable giory to its founder. * * * It cost 
the labor of years to its founder, Don Marcello 
Massarenti, secretary of the Pope’s almoner.
